2. (CuirenUy amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the fiont end of 
tiie front tube wi*^i has an opeiunaiwvmg farthor oomprioing a bolt that has a cap 
thereo n and a channel H»ide ff^rmpA therethrough. 

3. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the outside- 
arais connect to flie two ends of base, the inside-arms connect to a front end of 
outside-arms, and the holder respeotivelv connects to *e an end of a pairs of 
inside-arms rospootiv e ly that are oroas linlcable g;QSS-linke4 to move. 



4. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein 6» a back end 
of tfeg adjustable nut interior is Iws an ^ S greater inside 
diameter than a diameter of the thread formi m ^ fr"Tit end thereof . 

5. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the adjustable 
nut has a recess for placing receiving a washer. 

6. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the adjustable 
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rod has a stepped stop channel that is fonned to extend through the middle 
perforation of the push-arms. 

7. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein tho baok e nd of 
the adjustable shaft has a back end with a pattem mi formed therein, 

8. (Currently amended) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the j&ont e nd of 
adjustable shaft has a front end with an interior spiral-hole to screw the rod 

therein , 

9. (Original) The riveter apparatus of claim 1, wherein the front end of rod has a 
thread. 
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
